WARRANT. 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Plymouth in the 
County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in 
town affairs. 


You are hereby Pe had to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Town on Tuesday, the 12th day of March next, at ten 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing, and one library trustee for the term of three years. 


2. To raise such sum of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priations for the same. 


3. To raise such sum of money as may be necessary 
for the repairs and preservation of highways. 


4. To see what sum of money the town wiil vote to 
raise or appropriate to pay firemen. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate to be used in decorating soldiers’ 
graves. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate in addition to that required by law for 
the support and maintenance of its free public library. 


T. To see if the town will vote to give discount on all 
taxes paid before Sept. 1,1901, and if so how much per 
cent. 


8. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to procure the original plan of the town of Plymouth, 
and to raise or appropriate money for the purpose. 
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9. Tosee what additional sum of money the town will 
vote to raise or appropriate for the Town History. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise or appropriate for school purposes, including free text 


books and supplies. 


11. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to the property of W. G. & I. H. Chase now exempt from 


taxation, if same be removed to another part of town. 


12. To see if the town will vote to authorize Road 
Agent to move stone crusher and power to some location in 
town having better facilities for procuring stone, and raise 
or appropriate money for the same. 


13. To see if the town will vote to purchase a drink- 
ing fountain, the same to be erected in the common, and 
raise or appropriate money for the same. 


14. To see if the town will vote to accept $50.00 as a 
trust fund, the interest to be used in caring for the John F. 
Gill lot in cemetery. 


15. To see if the town will vote to erect a building at 
the cemetery to be used as a chapel and tool house, at a 
cost not to exceed $250.00, and to raise or appropriate 
money for the same. 


16. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to borrow money to pay debts of the town and give 
thereof notes of the town countersigned by the Town 
Treasurer.

REPORT OF THE TOWN HISTORY 
COMMITTEE. 


Since the engagement of the Rev. Moses T. Runnels 
as Town Historian in the spring of 1899, the preparation of 
the History has gone on steadily, and considerable progress 
has been made. Experience has convinced the committee 
that the choice of a Town Historian was a wise one. Mr. 
Runnels has done faithful, careful and judicious work, and 
its final result when submitted to the public will be found 
creditable to him and satisfactory to the town of Plymouth. 
Miss Augusta Sargent has made a copy in alphabetical] 
order of all the vital statistics of the town (in existence) 
from 1850 to 1900. She has also taken from the assessor’s 
book a list of all the persons that have been taxed in the 
town since its settlement, with the years of their residence 
here. This list not only furnishes a reliable basis for genea- 
logical investigation, but it will be valuable for reference in 
the town clerk’s office. It contains about 5,000 names, re- 
presenting nearly 1,000 different families. Concerning 
many of these it will of course be impossible to get any in- 
formation, but the records of some 800 familins have been 
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gathered from the blanks filled out by their survivors, and 
put in manuscript form by the historian. He has also lo- 
cated nearly 100 abandoned house sites and searched out 
many facts relating to their occupancy. It is the intention 
of the committee that the History shall consist of two 
uolumes. The first, that of Genealogy, will probably be 
ready for the press some time in 1902. The second, that of 
Annals, cannot be brought into shape for publication until 
some months later. An idea of the scope of this volume 
can be gained from the synopsis of its first chapter given in 
an article contributed by Mr. Runnels to the Plymouth 
Record of Janurry 26th last. Commendable interest in the 
success of the History has been shown by many residents, 
particularly by Miss Louisa V. George, Miss Charlotte 
Dearborn, Miss Martha Hazelton, Mr. Thomas F. Glynn, 
Mr. James A. Penniman and Miss Helen Clark, for whose 
assistance the committee are grateful. If the time consum- 
ed by the committee in the discharge of the duty assigned 


them seems unwarrantably long, they beg the taxpayers to 
remember that the value of this History, like that of those 
which cover a wider field, is dependent upon its accuracy. 
Alleged occurrences must be verified, traditions authenti- 
cated, records examined and an extensive correspondence 
conducted. None of these things can be done hastily. 

Reference to the report of the treasurer given here- 
with will show that the money heretofore placed in his 
hands has been expended. No money was asked for in 
1900, but at the coming town meeting more must be raised 
if the work is to be continued.

ROAD AGENT’S REPORT. 


C. A. Fellows, Road Agent, from Apr. 1,1900 to Feb, 15, 1901 


At the annual meeting in 1900 it was voted to appro- 
priate $500 of the money raised for highways for sidewalks, 
which in addition to $500 raised by the precinct has been 
done. 

The sprinkler has been run by this departmeut at a 
cost of $152.25, which in my judgement is a judicious ex- 
penditure as a preservative of our macadamized roads be- 
sides the benefits received by the abutters and general 
public. 

Main street has been re-macadamized from the Kidder 
block to the town hall and from the foot of Highland street 
to Depot street by this department at a cost of $500. 

A new street near the peg mill cottages, also the ex- 
tension of Fletcher street have been built by this depart- 
ment. 

The bridge at Glove Hollow has been built over new - 
and Holderness bridge replanked by this department at a 
cost of $93.03. ) 

A new snow roll and four butterflies have been built 
by this department at a cost of $40.00. . 

A new culvert over Tannery brook has been built at a 
cost of $183.12 by money appropriated by the selectmen. 

A new snow plow has been purchased with money ap- 
propriated by the selectmen at a cost of $60.00.
